not be a continuance but that 
the 
m atter has not yet been 
finished,” 
Mooney said. “ The jury will recon­ 
vene Monday and probably for a few 
days will go over some routine m at­ 
ters. The investigation will then 
be 
taken up. 
“ The grand jury will continue to 
work and asks the indulgence of the 
public and confidence that it will do 
its full duty as the jurors see it.”

charging jury-tampering conspiracy, 
a crime carrying a maximum punish­ 
ment of six years in federal prison. 
Day was 
released 
on 
$25,000 
bond after waiving examination. 
A 
w arrant for Sinclair’s 
arrest 
was 
withheld from service because lie is 
free on bail and obtainable by fed­ 
eral authorities, on two other c h a r­ 
ges. 
Clark, a vice president of the Sin­ 
clair refining company, is to appear 
before the grand jury early next 
■week. He was in Washington during 
the trial, and, according to assistant 
U. S. 
attorney 
Neil 
Burkinshaw, 
was “ a principal” along with Sin­ 
clair and Day in hiring Burns de­ 
tectives to shadow jurors sitting in 
judgment on Sinclair 
and

What does a bid of one club indicate? 
A bid of one club is a contract to take 
in the two combined hands seven of 
the thirteen tricks. Of these seven tricks 
the club bidder should have the ex­ 
pectancy of at least four. As there are 
thirteen tricks in all, and as the club 
bidder has indicated by his bid that he 
expects to take four tricks in his own 
hand if clubs are trumps, there are nine 
tricks remaining to be won by the three 
other players. Each of these three play­ 
ers is, on average, entitled to one-third 
thereof, or to three tricks. These three 
tricks are the so-called “Average Ex­ 
pectancy of Support’' and constitute 
the basis of every modern bid. 
Every original bid should include two 
element •• First, two quick tricks against 
any bid the opponents may make; 
second, the nossibility of at least four 
tricks pro 7-ed trump is the suit named 
n the original bid These two elements 
are important for two reasons: First, 
when a bid is made, the bidder never 
knows whether or not he and his part­ 
ner will win the final declaration. For 
that reason he must be just as well pre­ 
pared t- lefend as to attack. Hence the 
necessity for sure tricks, that is, tricks 
which will win against any declaration. 
Second, the bidder must always be pre­ 
pared to play the declaration at the bid 
first named by him. He must, therefore, 
have a siiit that will take at least four 
tricks if it is trump, for he can, on the 
average, expect only three tricks from 
his partner. For that reason he must 
have length (at least four cards) as well 
as high cards to justify an original bid 
Wlien a player as dealer bids one 
club, he tells his partner that he either 
has two sure tricks in the club suit (at 
least four cards) or one trick in the club 
suit and one trick in an outside suit 
For example: 


Hearts — 10, 7, 2 
Clubs — A, K, 7, 6. 3 
Diamonds — J, 4 
Spades — 10. 9, 2 


Hearts — A, 7, 2 


Clubs — K, Q, 7, 6. 3 
Diamonds — J, 4 
Spades — 10, 9, 2 
In the first example, there are two sure 
tricks in clubs, the ace and the king. In 
the second example there i» one sure 
trick in hearts, the ace; and one sure 
trick in clubs, the king queen. By sure 
tricks is meant the tricks that will win 
against any declaration, and on the 
first or second round of the suit. If clubs 
are trumps, both of these example hands 
should win four tricks. The partner’s 
hand is estimated on the average to be 
worth three tricks; thus a bid of one 
club should win four tricks in the bid­ 
der’s hand and, three from the partner’s 
hand, a total of seven.

Every orisinal bid should include two 
element:-.- First, two quick tricks against 
any bid the opponents may make; 
second, the possibility of at least four 
tricks nrovUed trump is the suit named 
m the original bid. these two eleinents 
are important for two reasons: Ffnt, 
when abid is-made. the bidder never 
knows whether or not he and his part- 
oer will win the final declaration. For 
that reason he must be just as well pre- 
oared V defend as to attack. Hence the 
necessity for sure tricks, that is, tncks 
which will win against any declaration. 
Second, the bidder must always be pre- 
pared to play the declaration at the bid 
first named by him. He must, therefore, 
have a sail that will take at least four 
tricks if it is trump, for he'can, on the 
avnage. expect only'three tncks from 
his partner. For that reason he must 
havelength (at least four cards) as well 
a high cards to justify an original bid.

club, he tells his partner that he either 
has two sure tricks in the club suit (at 
least four cards) or one trick in the club 
suit and one trick in an outside suit 
For example:
